cate that democratic politicians now 
are as active as the opposition 
has 


been since the meeting of the repubi- 
can national committee here in De- 
cember. 
It is true that democratic 


reached that stage of 
definiteness 


which is beginning to

paign, but this apparently 
is due 


solely to the delayed start.

backers 


had waited on the Jackson day din-

cither in or out of third-term reckon- 
ing.

closing of theatres and lodges, altho 
urged to do so by some timorous ob- 
servers of the epidemic. 
Robertson 


said it would be foolish to close these 
institutions so long as street cars 
and trains are running hourly, pack- 
ed to capacity. 
Theatres will 
be 


closed when it is shown they do not 
observe ordinary sanitation rules, he 
announced.

partment of the national democratic

answer," 


Cummins said. "They were circulat- 
ed by republicans and crept into the 


nations.

Then 
he slew his four day old baby. His 
wife, in bed, was unharmed.

Next, the 


demented man set fire to Ray's barn, 
burning to death two horses and a 
cow. 


He next went to his barn and hang- 


ed himself.

Treasury Certificates Could Be 


Issued for Purchase. 


' WASHINGTON.—A plan for the 
federal government to buy all the In- 
toxicating liquors now In bond Is be- 
ing seriously considered by prohibi- 
tion leaders in congress and the bur- 
eau of internal revenue, it was learn- 
ed Saturday. 


The purchase would be for the pur- 


pose of giving the 
government 
a 


greater control of these liquors and 
reimbursing the owners. 
Including 


many banks holding liquor 
certifi- 


cates, which will suffer largs losses 
because of constitutional prohibition. 


Treasury certificates would be Is- 


sued for the liquor taken over, but 
these could not be liquidated 
until 


the government had disposed of the 
liquor for legitimate purposes, such 
as medicinal, scientific or Industrial 
uses. 
This, it is estimated, would 


require from 10 to 20 years. 
Th*> 


liquor would be taken over under the 
plan, on the basis of the cost of pro- 
duction, plus a small profit and not 
at present market prices. 


Tha amount of bonded liquor 
!n 


tho country is now estimated at near- 
ly 60,000,000 gallons and It Is fig- 
ured the total financial outlay would 
be ?100,000.000. 


Advocates of the plan point 
out 


that it will not cost the government 
a cent and that no appropriation for 
the certificates would be necessary, 
because they are not negotiable until 
the government has sold the liquor. 
It would be unwise to destroy It. 


Many "flu" deaths were prevented

KOKOMO, Ind.—After 
alternate 


battles between devouring fire 
and 


freezing weather, Walter Goyer bab- 
bled in delirium here Saturday night 
of his wife and three children. 


The wife and two 
children 
are 


dead. 
They perished In the flame 


which destroyed their 
home 
near 


here early Saturday. 


With his own night clothing burn- 


ed to tatters, Goyer escaped 
from 


his burning home before 
daylight, 


bearing the nude, unconscious form 
of his wife. He had seen the black- 
ned bodies of two of has boys in their 
room and knew It was useless to at- 
tempt a rescue. 


There was no help, so Goyer, hold- 


ing hla wife's naked 
body 
In his 


arms, raced his car across two miles 
of snowy roads to his father'e home. 
He fell unconscious thru the 
door- 


way when his father responded to his 
call. 


Revived and clothed, Goyer raced 


back to his ruined home. No trace 
was found of the two boys, but the 
third, Lester, who slept in another 
room, had escaped. 


Mrs. Goyer died late today 
and 


Goyer himself yielded to his 
burns 


and was seriously ill.

WASHINGTON—Charges that inefficiency and mismanage- 


ment of the American naval affairs actually delayed the surren- 
der of Germany were made Saturday by Admiral William, S. 
Sims, ranking naval officer in Europe during the war. 


Admiral Sires declared that on leaving for London prior to 


America's declaration of -war, he was instructed not to "let the 
British pull the wool over his eyes," and to remember that "we 
*ould just as soon fight the British as the Germans." He fur- 
ther charges that the navy department at Washington disregard- 
ed the advice from officers on the sea and hampered the •winning 
of the war. 


Sims was before the senate sub-committee investigating 


award of naval decorations but when he read his charges con- 
tained in a let*er he recently addressed to Secretary Daniels, all 
thought of the original purpose of the investigation vanished 
and the sub-committee adjourned. 


A sweeping investigation of the navy's part in the war is 


certain as a result of Sim's testimony, it was believed at the cap- 
itol Saturday. The senate naval affairs committee will meet 
Monday to decide this question. 
REFUSES TO GIVE 
NAMES OF ACCUSED 


The admiral refused to disclose who gave him the alleged 


warning against the British until asked officially by congress. 
He did say, after the hearing that it was made by a "person in 
the navy department." 


Secretary Daniels made no comment on the Sim's charges 


beyond saying that the letter which was received several days 
ago has been referred to the general board of the navy. Other 
high officers of the navy also maintained silence. 


Daniels refused to say whether he had instructed Sims not to let 


the British "pull the wool over his eyes." It wns learned, however, that 
before Sims went abroad, Incognito, to take command of American naval 
forces, he was given verbal instructions In the office of Secretary Dan- 
iels, where tnere were said to be present Daniels and Sims an<J, two othei 
high naval officers. 


Daniels Bald that he would appear before the senate naval cf 


mlttea whenever ha wan called and that ha would answer every qucr- 
, 


that Is put to him. 
NAVY DEPARTMENT IS 
SHOCKED AT REPORT 


Speculation la rife at the navy department tonight as to what ad. , 


the board would take on the action of 81ms divulging to the senate com 
mittee his alleged instructions to Great Britain which apparently were 
extremely confidential. 


Daniels also made public tonight an order which was Issued 
on 


December 29, inviting all officers and men of the navy to make, before 
April 1, to him, recommendations for an Improvement in the operation 
of the navy, in the light of war experience. Sira'a letter was In response 
to this order. 


When this questioning ended, Sims made the following charges: 
"He was sent to Europe just before the war broke out without a 


statement of the navy's policy, but with this admonition given verbally: 


Don't let the British pull the wool over your eyes. It Is none 
oi 


our business pulling their chestnuts ont of the tire. We would as soon 
fight the British as th*» Germans." 


War with Germany had been Imminent for months but Sims was not 


informed that any naval policy should be developed In preparation 
for 


hostilities. 


The navy department did not announce a policy until three months 


after war was declared—so far as Admiral Sims knew. 


The navy department "did not enter wholeheartedly Into the cam- 


paign" for many months, after war was declared at least to Its repres- 
entative In Europe, Admiral Sims. 


At the outbreak ot hostilities, naval ships -were caught widely scat- 


tered and many In need of repairs. 


The navy department disregarded 
recommendations 
ot 
Admirtf 


Sims that the maximum naval force be concentrated on the 
Kuropesf 


danger zones. 
NO SUPPORT GIVEN 


CRITICAL TIMES 
Admiral Sims was not supported during the most critical period of 


the war either by adeauate personnel or by the- adequate forces that 
could have been supplied. 


Admiral Sims was never allowed to choose his principal subordinates 


and was not consulted as to their assignments. 


The navy department made decisions without full Information and 


ttempted radical plans against the advice of officers on the scene giving 
the impression to high allied naval officers that the navy department did 
not have confidence In Sims. 


Utner qhargei by Sltas were that 


the navy department erred by Inter- 
ferring with 
commanders In the 


"field" that the department was re- 
luctant to recognize Europe as the 
real naval front; that no reply was 
made to the allies' request 
for a 


squadron of American ships; 
that 


the department refused to pool anti- 
submarine forces and delayed putting 
convoy plans Into effect.

CAUSE OF H, C, L, 


Former State Treasurer Urges 


Legislation to Consume 


Surplus. 


COLUMBUS.—While we are con- 


ducting probes into the high 
cose 


of living, enacting legislation to pun- 
ish profiteers and bringing to trial 
those who violate the laws, steps 
should be taken to prevent the wil.ul 
and wholesale waste of food, says 
John P. Brennen, former state treas- 
urer, who has been 
investigating 


food conditions in the state for the 
department of agricultural. 


Investigation by Mr. Brennen have 


revealed that large quantities of food 
hare been allowed to spoil in cars 
and have been damped into lakes or 
rivers indiscriminately. 
In some 


cases. 
enormous 
quantities 
of 


•wholesale food have been 
thrown 


away because a part was unfit for 
use. 
The obvious purpose of such 


acts in many instances has been to 
keep food off the market so 
that 


the price would not drop. Brennen 
says this practice requires legislation 
which would require that all such 
food be examined by a state or city 
food inspector 
before 
Jt is 
was 


thrown away. 
No food should be 


destroyed without the permission of 
the inspector, he believes. 


Additional legislation should 
be 


provided, he declares, to 
prevent 


immense quantities of 
fruit 
and 


vegetables from going to waste on 
the farm. 
If the market price is 


not high, enough 'o nafce .It worth 
the farmer's time to gather his vege- 
tables or fruits and bring them to 
market, they are allowed to rot on 
the ground, it has been found. 


Mr. Brennen 
favors 
legislation 


which would empower the secretary 
of agriculture to delegate one 
or 


more 
persons" In 
every 
county 


through whom this food might be 
disposed of. 
The person would act 


as a medium between the farmer 


and the urban 
consumers. 
The 


farmer cculi ratify the representa- 
tive when he had fruits or vegetables 
which It would not pay him to har- 
vest, and the representative could 
bring t is to tho af-»ntion of con- 
sumers through the newspapers or 
otherwise. 


The farmer would be paid for his 


food and the urban consumers would 
gather it themselves. 
This 
plan 


could be put into operation without 
creating any additional 
machinery 


or expense through the use of city 
officials Mr. Brennen points out. The 
prosecuting attorney of each county, 
could bo charged with enforcement 
of the p!<in and see to »t that thare 
would not bs any collusion whereby 
food w 
allowed o rot to keep th* 


supply down and the market price 
up.These findings and 
suggestions 


have bean brougbt to the attention 
of Representative Smith of Cuyahoga 
county, author of the cold storage 
law. 


He is studying the proposals and it 


Is not unlikely that some legislation 
designed to correct these loopholes 
may yet be offered.

BERKMAN " WILL 
REMAIN 


Says He Will Not Attempt to Re- 


Enter U. S. Again. 


Both Berkman and Goldman left 


no doubt that they Intend to contin- 
ue their work of plotting "social rev- 
olution" in the United States by ev- 
ery pobslble means. 


"We lore that part 
of America 


that is good and noble," Goldman le- 
ctured. "We love much in its men, 
women, literature and culture. Natr 
urally, we hate the things in it that 
are worst •' 


Both the radicals intimated they 


would not be opposed to "forceful" 
revolution in the United States. 


Their proposed organization, they 


said, will be along the lines of the old 
American league for Russian free- 
dom, 
whi^h they helped to found in 


the United States jears ago. 


This society, they frankly revealed, 


bought munitions for 
the 
Russian 


revolutionary outbreak in 1905. 


Later, as Berkman put it, the so- 


ciety "became enimnently respecta- 
ble" with such men as William H. 
Taft among its members. 


"The money contributed to 
the 


Amoriian oigamzation at that time 
wab 'to help free Russia,' ' Goldman 
wld 
"The contributors knew it was 


not to buy books but munitions, altho 
the law said we should not aid in 
plots to oveithiow a friendly power." 


Goldman said, that, altho she was 


an anarchist and not a Bolshevik, 
since the latter believ in governmen- 
tal forms Avhich the anart'V-U'j op- 
pose, bhe would work wnn Leriuo 
and Trotsky as "long as the rest of 
the world 
blockades 
RUSMS" 
and 


"starves womeu and children." 


Hostile "white guard*," who are 


bitterly opposed to all things smack-

along the wharvps when the radicals 
came ashore

DRINKS SOAR 


Local Dealers Predict Boost in 


Thirst Quenchers. 


It's going to cost more to quench 


our thirst via the soda fountain in 
£he very near future. 


That's what local sot'e dring man- 


ufacturf rs said Saturday when ques- 
tioned as to a probable increase in 
the cost of soft drinks of every var- 
iety. 


Just 
what 
this 
increase 
will 


amount to cannot be definitely 
an- 


nounced at this time, local manufac- 
tuerers say, but it is their opinion 
that an increase from one to possibly 
three c«nts per bottle can be expoct- 
«d. 


At the present time bottled drinks 


of practically every variety are being 
sold at five cents per bottle. 


within at least three weeks this 


price may be raised to as high as 
eight cents per bottle, word from tbe 
two local bottling concerns indicates. 


An official of the Consolidated Bot- 


tling Works Saturday said: 
"Softi 


drinks made from fruit juices will in > 
all probability increase from 5 to 7 
cents per bottle, drinks not made 
from fruit juices, such as pop and 
ginger ale, will probably cost 6 cents 
per bottle compared to the 5 cent 
charge at this time." 


The Christen Bottling Works sa'd: 


"Drinks made from fruit juices will 
probably cost as high as 7 cents per 
bottle in a short time. Drinks not 
containing fruit juices will probably 
cost 6 cents." 
Each of the local concerns say fhis 


increase will be necessary due to the 
increased cost of sugar. 
"The price of sugar has jumped 


thirty per cent." says the Consolidat- 
ed Bottling Works manager. This 


iucrease in price ot the sweets to the 
manufacturer cannot be met. this 
company claims, unless the price to 
the consumer is increased. 


Whether the price ot soft drinks 


in glass will be raised or not is at 
this time uncertain. 


Confectionery 
proprietors 
and 


managers of strictly soft drink es- 
tablishments Saturday quoted differ- 
ent prices of drinks for sale at their 
stores. 


The general opinion among 
the 


soda fountain men however is that 
they will be forced to raise on pres- 
ent prices should the cost of the var- 
ious syrups increase as is being anti- 
cipated. 


Coca Cola is being sold at local 


stores at different prices. The gen- 
eral price is 6 cents per drink but In 
some places the drink is being sold 
for 10 cents. 
All other drinks are 


practically being sold at the univer- 
sal price of six cents per glass. 


That the price of the "Kok" will 


also increase in a short time Is the 
opinion of local confectioners. 


The increased price of sugar may 


also cause the sweet-toothed popula- 
tion of this city to pay higher prices 
for ice cream, candies and other deli- 
cacies. 


No increase in price of ice cream 


has been made here in some time, lo- 
cal confectionery men say. 
but 
a 


raise in price cannot but be expected 
with the existing price ot sugar.
